Yet. onthe whole, the vreat problem of 
government is to prevent rulers from abus- 
ing these necessary powers of government. 
The very use ofa constitution is to ac 
complish this object, to throw restraints 
about the rulers whose honest.interest3 are 
identical with those of the ruled.,, 

Even so with the railroad management, 
and there is at least as much human nature 
at all events of its selfish elements) in cor- 
porations, asin individuals. Indeed, the 
corporate conscience has become so:ewhat 
proverbial. 

Now, this argument applies still more 
strongly inthe relations of the railroad 
management tothe general public, than if 
the corporation could act as a whole, instead 
of through a board of directors, 
A higher climax is reached in the rela- 
tions of the official tothe mere stockhold- 
ing interest. Notonly is the public fair 
game, but the stockholders themselves are 
stif tairer—more completely within the 
reach and power of corrupt managers. 

THE MACHINERY 
the officers responsible is very 
imperfect. On the whole, the diversity be- 
ween official duty and self-interest finds 
no higher expression, than in this very case 
if railroad management. 

High official character has heretof--e 
been almost thesole safeguard of the stock 
\older, and it must ever be his chief safe 
guard, Yet there are various 
means which may aid his in- 
verests, especially publicity in all corporate 
‘ransactions, and a supervision exerc'sed 
iver them, unaccompanied by selfish inter 
est in results,

STRONGER THAN GOVERNMENT; 
stronger than the people With heavy 
means and heavy stakes in the result, il 
assaults the legislature in the lobby, or 
anticipates the lobby by sending esenban: 

it pats judges on the bench even of supreme 
courts. It makes legislatures and governors, 
and plays a huge part in president making. 
Said we not well, that the regulation of 
railroads by lawis as important—nay, more 
important—in its political than eyen in its 
legal and economical aspect? 

While here in Georgia the abuses have 
been relatively smal , (save in the losses by 
state aid), it is to be hoped that before they 
ripen, we shall profit by the experience of 
other states. The era of combination, 
which is an era of danger, has begun with 
us. Genstant vigilance and supervision is 
necessary. Legisiation must keep even 
pace with events; the right. to reguiate 
should never be surrendered. The whole 
future is not to be given away by a stroke 
of the legislative pen. 


Is this extravagant ? Is it 
an overdraw?) picture? This is 
hardly the day to ask the ques 
tion: for so common and so monstrous have 


been the abuses that the public mind is 
thoroughly aroused, and the danger is now 
rather of excess. The proper policy is 
regulation by law, not by passion; nor yet 
by letting evils alone and uncorrected. 

Not io thjs country alone is the stock- 
met ding publicas much in need of: protec 
} from their own Officials as the general 
publia, but in England, and in Europe 
generally, this has been equally true. A 
ery distinguished writer and thinker, years 
ago in an essay on “railway morals and 
railway policy,’’ gave a clear view of the 
abuses in Great Britain and the relations, 
especially of the directors and proprietors. 
“The direction, ceasing to fulfill its 
theory as a deliberative body whose mem. 
bers possess like powers, falis under the 
control of some one member of superior 
cunning, will, or wealth, to whom the

During the past year one additional honorary 
member, Senator Joseph E Brown; one life mem- 
ber, William Henry Hrenuer; and twelve mem 
bers with dues commuted for life, W. W. Austell, 
Charles M. Brown, Henry 3S Alexander, Marshali 
J. Clarke, Philip Dodd, Miss Ada Gray, W, A. 
Huff, George A. Howell, J. W. Meakin, A. J. 
Orme, Jr., J. H. Porter and Joseph Thompson, 
Jr.. were elected. 

There is no reason why the list of female mem- 
bers should not be equal to that of the male mem- 
bers. Our records will show that more books are 
read by the ladies of Atlanta than by the male 
members of the essociation, and we know it to be 
true that they take as much interest in the asso 
ciation Why isit that they are not members? 
Can it be thet they are denied the privileges of the 
other members? That while they are required to 
pay as much as the men, they are not permitted 
to bave ali the rights which pertain to member- 
ship’? I would recommend that earnest efforts be 
made by the incoming board of directors to in- 
creace the membership among the ladies of At- 
‘lan ta. i would also suggest that a change 

ve made in the constitution of the 
association, 80 as to give to the female members 
all ‘he rights which are given to the males. They 
pay the samne initiation and dues, and I believe | 
that they should be permitted to have a voice in 
the control of the association. 

In politics lam opposed to women going to the 
meetings and to the baliot box, but the Cases are 
not parallel. Ours is a corporation organized 
under and by virtue of the laws. Our right of 
suffrage, too, is different from that fixed by the 
laws for political voting. Our members are care- 
fully chosen by vote of our board of directors, 
and surely ladies would not be 
subjected to the ne treatment when 
coming to our polls to cast their ballots that they 
would were they to mingle with the mixed 
crowds around the polls st our politica) elections.

It will be seen that if we had not paid these 
extraordinary expenses, or if the members had 
paid up their dues that we would not bow owe 
avy floating deb’. Lf we had reccived the average 
usual proceeds of a fair thet we would leave no 
debt toour successors in a word, that the mem- 
bership dees would bave paid the ordinary 
expenses of the asseciation. 

During the comicg year it will be much easier 
to carry on the association than at any time before 
in its history, provided its directors work end 
display the same seal and energy which they 
were wont to do when the arsociation was siruz- 
gling for existence. Duri: be coming year we 
expenses of every kind will be lighter, tne salaries 
and the rents will be smaller than they have 
been for the past two years, and the opportuni 
of making money will be much greater, as 
will hereafter show 

Our able and efficient secretary, Major 
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$248.99, and for periodicals $141.70, and for build- 
ing $143 8. 
The association now owns 8,569 volomes. In 
the last annual report the number was fixed at 
9190. There had been uo inveatory made for 
years aud when one was made during the past 
year that count showed that we did not have as 
many volumes as those reported by 50l. That 
represented the entire lows and destruction of 
volumes for the whole life of the as 
shown by the able report of the committee on 
library and rooms. 

The true policy of this association is to 
friends among ail classes in society and not to 
permitthe communityor any of it te believe 
that itisaclique or a ring, or that they are 
slighted or ignored, It is difficuitenough to 
make the library asucces when all work 
harmooiously for it. There is nothing which 
should be more closely watched, and in which the 
board should be more careful not to offend than 
in the purchase of books. No denomination and 
no Class of people should feel that its books are 
ignored or excluded. Books of all kinds not 
immoral should be purchased. This should bea 
place where juformation on any and on all sub- 
jects can be obtained. I would suggest that in 
future this rule be adopted: that the library 
committee be directed when they have funds in 
hand to invest w 
the order in whic 
quested, and that any immoral 
be purchased when requested by any ten mem 
bers of the association. Should this rule be 
adopted, I believe the t cause of difference 
would be removed and that the entire library 
interest in AUanta could, like the rays of thesun, 
be drawn to one focus and that focus this associa- 
tion. That to me “is a consummation most 
devoutly to be wished,’’ 

Our lecture system during the past year was a 
failure, It is not for me to judge of the cause of 
it. We had but one course ef lectures, that of 
Professor Gunning, end that course was poorly 
attended. From these there was real zed 
the sum of $9 3). Had we not owned the building 
where the lectures were held, and had been 
compelled to pa) rent for a hall, we would have 
lost neavily. One of they. ry objects of this aaso- 
ciation, as set forth in the preamble to its consti- 
tution, is ‘‘to organize a system of instruction by 
lectures.’’ The minutes of the past sbow that 
this system has D e means of 
bringing much revenue to the _ treas- 
ury. t only be made 
successful by the members of the board of dirce 
tors making a persona] Canvass and a pyrso: al 
solicitation of their friends to purchase tickets as 
was done in the past, 

There is no reason why there should not be at 
least two lectures per month in thishall. The 
only expense would be for printing. We would 
have nothing extrain the way of hall rent and 
gasto pay. Would it not be well to maxe the 
ex periment? 

Our system of entertainments during the past 
year hasalso heen a failure. The causes are not 
ior me to judge. At the first meeting of the pres- 
ent board a new committee was 1 ree and 
called the entertainment committee, and to it 
ample power was giyen in the premises as shown 
by the by-laws. | believe thatif proper and 
earnest efforts as in times gone by had been made 
by the board and properly responded to by the 
members, we would now have a large amount to 
tbe credit of that committee as the result of its 
labors. I believe that arrangements could have 
been made. with theatrical companies 
to pley upon such liberal terms 
as without the risk of a dollar by the a*sociation, 
it could have realized enough to pay the entire 
interest on its bonded debt. The hest known 
companies do not need the patronage of the asso 
ciation as such, and will not divide their receipts 
with it. The association can, therefore, only hope 
Ww make arrangements with g companies who 
have never beeu her . Unless the members male 
ita point to patronize the library benefits and en- 
tertainments, these «ffurts bad best cease. 

This committee also, during the past year, en- 
deavored to organize a fair, byt could not enlist 
friends enough in {i to make jts egorts syccessfulf 
and the enterprise was abandoned. The days of 
fairs are about over in our city. They have lost 
their gharm and we need pot hope to raise money 
that way in the future. 

I suggested to the board during the past year 
that a loan exhibition be organized, but it was 
delayed. I would suggest that the incoming 
board organize such an exhibition during the 
coming summer, and continue the same during 
the whole time the International cotton expqasj- 
tion continyes. It would possess the charm of 
novelty, and being free from all the disagreeable 
features of a fair, would yield a large reyenue to 
the association. The association has the of 
such a collection vow in the carp and valuable 
‘‘James Postell’’ collection of shelis, to which I 
will hereafter allude. If such a collection was 
orgauiized and put on exhibition upon the upper 
floor of your hall, and dancing was had three 
times a week during the fall months, [ believe 
that it would be one of the most pleasant places 
of resort in the oy aad would yield a jarge reve- 
nue. This hall is theonly place to whicha 
stranger can resort when he visits AUlanta; if it 
is made attractive nearly all of them would visit 
it. Is not that experiment worth trying? 

A committee to prepare a programme for the 
dedicative exercieés, of which P. H. Suook was 
the ¢flicient chairman, was also appointed during 
the past vear. Its work was well done, and from 
the proceeds of that entertainment there were 
realized $35.5). 

The great work undertaken by this administra- 
tion bas yeen agoomplish Your buildine is 
finished and is opcupied, Its history has n 
made known fully in my last report and in my 
dedicative address delivered on the 19th of 
‘ October, 1880, when it was formally opened to 
the public,and it is needless now todo more than 
briefly refer to it, as it stands herea living monu- 
ment to speak for itself. 

The lots upon which it stands were purchased 
on the 25th of September, 1879,and the deeds 
delivered touson the 2th of QOctoher there- 
after. The contract for the erection of the 
building was signed on the 8d of April, 1880, 
and on April i2th ground was broken. On June 
29, 1880, the corner stone was laid, and on the 
19th October, 1880, the building was formally 
dedicated. Those who have traveled throughout 
the south agree that there is nowhere iu our 
section a more suitable buildjng for the purposes 
for which it was erecjed. 

The eptire cost of the building, including the 
book cases and shell-cases, the pavement and the 
balcony fencé and platform, was $22,449.14, and 
the let cost $7,500, making a total cost for the lot 
and building of $29,949.14. 

The association now has all the room it will 
need for years to come, and that loo ata cost not 
sO great as the rents it heretofore paid. As is 
well known to you the ssacciation pays the inter- 
est on its bonded debt as rental for the entire 
second and third stories of the building, including 
therein the room known as the librarian’s room. 
Taat interest upon the present amountof bonds 
is nine hundred dollars, which is exactly equal 
to the rent formerly paid to Mr. W. D. Grant for 
the old library rooms. From the first day of 
June the librarian'’s room will yieid a revenue in 
the shape of diminished salary-paid to the libra- 
rian and to his assistant, Its reasonable value is 
ten dollars per munth, making the real rent to be 
paid after Junedet, for the quarters now occupied 
by the asiociation, seven hundred and eighty 
dollars instead of nine hundred dollars per 
anuum. And 6s each one thousand dollars of the 
bonds is paid, if in future from the rents of the 
building as provided by the deed of trust, 
the rents in the shape of interest, as aforesaid, 
will be correspondiugly diminisned $60, the 
amount of interest paid on such bond, and when 
tne entire debtis paid the association will havea 
handsome income, which I hope will be set apart 
foralltime asitshould be—for a book fund 
Those who will take the time to examine into 
the matter and to contrast the present condition 
of the association and its present hall with its 
condition and the quarters 1t occupied two years 
ago, when | was first elected, will not fail to see 
that the association's progress has been ‘‘on ward 
and upward.”’ 

The wisdom of our choice in the selection of the 

resent location for your building cannot be 
»etter illustrated than by the comparative state- 
ment contained in the report of the committee on 
library and roomsand the number of volumes 
which have been issued for the months the 
library has been here. During those months 7,90 ; 
volu. es were issued. During the corresponding 
months at the old location only 7,577 volumes 
were issued—being 329 in favor of this location. 
This, however, isnota fair test, because the past 
winter was the most severe ever known here. 
The entire number of volumes issued during the 
year was 14,279. And asanother evidence of the 
value of your property, Iam prepared to say that

Believing that the salaries we were paying to 
our librarian and w his assistant were greater 
than we could afford, but not greater than those 
excellent officers could make elsewhere; and be- 
lieving that the same rules of business which are 
observed by prudent men in the conductof their 
own affairs should be kept by those who are the 
trustees of an association like ours; and finding 
that it was costing the association in the salaries 
of these officers alone, excluding from the 
calculation all other items of expense of main 
taining the library, eleven and uine-tenths ceuts 

r volume to issue the books to the members. 

introduced a resolution to diminish the salary 
of the lib and his assistant from seventeen 
hundred and sixty collars per annum to twelve 
hundred dollars per annum, and the librarian’s 
room above referred to. This resolution was 
passed to take effect June 1, 1881, and was passed 
with but one dissenting voice. I believe that 
salary is as liberal a one as the association can 
afferu to pay. No difficulty, whatever, is antici- 
pated in — the work well done for that sum. 
fhe sum saved, to-wit: five hundred and sixty 
dollars, I would suggest be set apart and madea 
book fund. 

During the pastyear Mr. James Postell, of St. 
Simons island, Glynn county, Ga,, conveyed his 
entire collection of bira’s and shells to the 
association. The shells number forty thousand, 
and embrace five thousand distinct varicties. 
The cage comprise two hundred and twenty varie- 
ties. They are now properly classified and being 
placed in the cases prepared for them. We have 
peen fortunate enough also to secure the services 
of Mr. Postell as curator of the collection for two 
months each year that he may live, thus putting 
the association in — of his great experi- 
ence, learning and wisdom upon this subject. 
This can be utilized by having courses of lec- 
tures vear upon this department of natural 
history. These lectures could be either free or 
admission could be charged therefor, and in 
either case the members of the association and 
the public generally would derive much inst: uc- 
tion therefrom. This collection, it 1s believed, is 
among the largest private collections, if not the 
largest in the southern states. It is the result of 
thirty years’ labor by Mr. Postell in making it. Its 
value to the association in promoting a love of 
the study of natural goon Cau scarcely be esti- 
mated. Its pecuniary value~is made evident 
when it is known thatassoon asit was publishf 
ed in the papers that there was a likelihood o! 
th s association aes it, that Mr. Postelf 
received letters from the associations of se vera] o, 
the northern cities offering him large sums for it 
Its collection was a work of love by Mr. Postell, 
and he determined not to

this, his native siat, and our associa 
has the honor of being selected by him, over ali 
others, as the ove which can best make it atcom- 
plish the objects for which it was collected. The 
yalue of such a Collectio: can scarcely be estix 
mated. The study of sheils mark the progress of 
life, and is at the very foundation of the study of 
geology.
